SACRAMENTO - The State 

Department of Justice, 
through the office of Attorney 
General Thomas Lynch, will 
seek a law to control ex­ 
orbitant late payment charges 
by mortgage loan brokers.

Chief Deputy Attorney Gen­ 
eral Charles A. O'Brien has an­ 
nounced that Assemblywoman 
Yvonne Brathwalte (D-Los An­ 
geles) will introduce the pro­ 
posed legislation.

O'Brien said, "Our office has 
uncovered flagrant abuse of 
late payment penalties by cer­ 
tain mortgage loan brokers. 
We are hoping for support 
from the many mortgage loan 
brokers who do not Indulge in 
these practices, which amount 
to legal loan sharking."

1HE PROPOSED law would 
limit late penalties to 13 50 or 
10 per cent of the late In­ 
stallment and would not allow

(I r k_- 1

Irti! ••'.?• es to be applied 
more than once for the same 
late payment.

Mrs. Brathwalte declares, 
"Some mortgage loan broker 
borrowers pay off a loan and 
end up owing more than they 
did originally because of late 
payment charges. We arc talk- 
Ing about late charges of $25 to 
MS per month."

SHE CITED one borrower 
who paid $1.565 on a $4,025 loan 
and afte- 37 payments ended 
up owing $4.879, or $854 more 
than the original loan. This re­ 
sulted from 27 late charges 
of $4025 each. In fact, Mrs. 
Brathwalte said, toe borrower 
had originally received only 
$3,280 because of the broker's 
commission and charges.

Ac-o"''in" ID the bill propo­ 
nents, some mortgage loan 
brokers do not notify borrow­ 
ers of the late payment pen­ 
alties The borrower is never 
aw;iie of a pyramiding late 
payment situation until the 
loan Is due and he Is informed
